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GROUSE MOUNTAIN "SKYRIDE. " Your 
spectacular "Skyride" to the top of Grouse 
is by modern, 50-passenger aerial tram- 
way, manufactured by Voest, of Austria, 
which takes you up to the 3,590 ft. level in 
just 5 minutes. You are completely en- 
closed, comfortable and secure during the 
5,355 foot long ride. As you climb you 
realize this is no ordinary alpine ride, for 
here, you soar high above one of the 
world's most beautiful cities. The vista is 
breathtaking as Vancouver's harbour, its 
glittering buildings, Stanley Park and the 
lush deltas and mountains beyond are 
revealed to you. 
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The "Skyride" begins at Capilano Station 
(965 ft. level) with its large parking lot and 
attractive coffee shop. Excitement mounts 
as you enter the tram. The operator is 
signalled by telephone indicating clear- 
ance for your ride. The doors close. You 
move silently, smoothly upwards, leaving 
the mundane world of streets and cars for 
the magic world of Grouse. Cameras click, 
a dozen different languages may be heard, 
as you join visitors from all over the world 
in this thrilling adventure.

Disembarking at Top of Grouse, with its 
wing-like architecture and viewing decks, 
you're ready to explore. Trails wind from 
the building to the gentle slopes.

Since the first, far-sighted hiker looked 
down on the magnificent panorama below. 
Grouse Mountain has been mecca for the 
Vancouver visitor. 

In 1926, hiking trails were replaced by a 
$1 million hard surfaced winding highway. 
Riding to the top in open touring cars be- 
came the fashionable thing to do. From 
that time on, the famous old chalet, which 
burned down in 1962, hosted thousands 
of Vancouverites and the notables of the 
world. 

In 1950 and 1951, two twin-seat chalrlifts 
were built to accommodate an increased 
number of skiers and visitors who could 
enjoy the world-famous view and recrea- 
tion. Then in 1965, a new company, Grouse 
Mountain Resorts Ltd., under the chair- 
manship of Andrew Saxton, purchased the 
mountain and began the exciting new de- 
velopments. An aerial tram was ordered 
from Austria and the dream of swift, safe, 
comfortable transport to top of Grouse for 
countless thousands, was close at hand. 
Forestry clearing began in April, 1965 and 
the two support towers were completed in 
December, 1965. The first test run of the 
"Skyride" was made in early January, 
1966 and it was opened to the public on 
January 29. The famous Grouse Nest res- 
taurant was opened on July 1st. The 
official dedication by Premier W. A. C. 
Bennett, took place on December 15, 1966. 
At the end of that year, over 200,000 pas- 
sengers had ridden the "Skyride." 
Every precaution is taken to insure the 
safety of the "Skyride" at all times and 
daily maintenance is carried out to insure 
its top working order and constant avail- 
ability to those who flock to this thrilling 
adventure. An exciting experience is to 
watch the maintenance engineer climb on 
top of the car superstructure, and ride to 
the lower terminal while inspecting the 
cables. This is done daily at 9:30 a.m.

How Does the "Skyride" Work? 
The tramway operates on the prin- 
ciple of weight balance. There are 
two, fully enclosed, 50-passenger 
cars. At the start of operation, one 
loads at the lower terminal and the 
other at the top. Each is suspended 
on a strong, two-inch steel cable 
known as the "track rope" and is 
pulled along by a second, smaller 
cable known as the "hauling rope." 
The cars leave their respective sta- 
tions at the same time, pass one 
another at the exact half-way point 
and dock, in opposite terminals, 
where they unload and load again 
simultaneously. The Grouse Moun- 
tain "Skyride" is the largest double 
reversible passenger carrying tram- 
way in Canada. 




How long is the trip? 
Total distance covered during the 
five minute journey is approximately 
a mile. The angle of ascent averages 
30°, giving a vertical rise of 2,625 
feet from a 965 ft. elevation at the 
base to 3,590 feet at the Top of 
Grouse. 



How strong is the cable? 
The two main track cables (2" dia- 
meter, double locked coil) are each 
held in tension by 55 ton concrete 
counterweight blocks located in a 
pit at the lower terminal. The cables 
are actually designed to support 
more than three times this weight, or 
approximately 200 tons. In contrast, 
a loaded car suspended on a track 
cable weighs only 6V2 tons. 

How fast does the "Skyride" travel? 
The speed of the "Skyride" is ad- 
justed for various traffic conditions. 
It is normally operated at 1,000 feet 
per minute, or approximately 11 
m.p.h. 

What is the highest point 

above ground? 

At the 1,200 ft. elevation the tram is 

at its maximum height above the 

ground: 197 feet. 

There are two support towers: 
Number 1 Tower is 140 ft. high and is 
located at the 2,355 ft. elevation. It 
is 2,935 feet from the lower terminal. 
Number 2 Tower is 73 ft. high and is 
located at the 3,500 ft. elevation and 
is 300 feet from the top terminal. 
The distance between the towers is 
2,120 feet. 



How is the "Skyride" powered? 
The tramway is driven by a 350 
horsepower electric motor, with a 
diesel engine as a standby. The en- 
tire system is operated by one man 
at the control panel in the lower ter- 
minal. The many safety devices in- 
clude five deceleration check points 
as the cars approach the station. 



Who designed the "Skyride"? 
The Grouse "Skyride" was designed 
by the internationally recognized 
firm Voest of Linz, Austria. 



The lower terminal: 
Houses the "Skyride" control centre, 
coffee shop, the general office, rest 
rooms and maintenance shop. 

The upper terminal (known as the 
"Top of Grouse"): 

Houses the famous Grouse Nest 
Restaurant, the Alpine Coffee Shop, 
the Ski Shop, the Alpine Market and, 
on the lower floor, the Rock Room. 
To enter the Bavarian style Rock 
Room, a bridge is crossed from 
which may be seen the two track 
cables coiled around a concrete bol- 
lard which is anchored firmly to the 
granite rock of the exposed moun- 
tain face. 

Smile! You're on Television! 
A closed circuit television system is 
part of the operation of the Grouse 
"Skyride." A fixed camera is at the 
upper terminal focusing on loading 
and unloading. The operator in the 
control centre at the lower terminal 
watches his TV set and makes all his 
moves with the knowledge of the 
situation above. In addition he is in 
regular radio and telephone contact 
with the car-operators. 

Annual snowfall: 

Snowfalls begin around the second 
week in November. Skiing is pos- 
sible on Grouse usually until May. 
Snow depths at the top of Grouse 
vary from seven feet to twenty feet.
